Nineteenth Annual Report

The sons of Exeter have never failed her in the 
times of emergency! In the midst of war, our hearts 
still turn to her. For many of us, the times have 
brought into bold relief the things that are precious 
to us in American life. The Alumni are leaving the 
school in no doubt that she has a place among those 
things. 


Letters, some of them reproduced elsewhere in this 
report, pour in from the fighting fronts and the home 
front alike, reminding the Academy that she must car- 
ry on her great tradition, that men in a score of lands 
and in hundreds of our own cities look to her as a sus- 

. taining force in our democracy needed more than ever 
now and in days to come. 


Thus it is not surprising that the Christmas Fund 
last year surpassed all recent records, with gifts total- 
ling $17,687.58 from 2,358 contributors—by far the 
largest number of men who have given to the Fund in 
any one year. . ; 


You can imagine how heartening this response 
has been to Dr. Perry and his associates, faced with 
critical problems, short-handed, with every teacher 
having to do extra work. Since December, 1941, 
twenty-six of the faculty have entered the services. 
The boys in_school—746 this year—are helping out in 
all sorts of ways, taking care of their rooms, looking 
after the yards, aiding neighboring farmers to harvest 
their crops, waiting on table. 


It is in a like spirit of helpful cooperation that 
the Class Agents for the Christmas Fund have per- 
formed their tasks this past year, and it is to their ef- 
forts in considerable measure that the unusually fine 
showing of the Fund has been due. With tact but 
with firm persistence, they have reminded their class- 
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mates of the need; and that has been enough. To get 
this job done they have taken valuable time in the 
midst of a multitude of responsibilities connected both 
with the war effort and with their personal affairs. 
The School and all who love the School can take pride 
in these men. 


The great good done by contributions to the Fund 
in 1942-43 is set forth on the following page. As be- 
fore, the greatest portion of the Fund has been used 
to provide scholarships for promising boys who would 
otherwise be unable to attend the school. The balance 
has been applied toward a Discretionary Fund, by 
means of which the Principal was able to stretch the 
budget a little in cases where some items of expense 
deserved it, and toward a Permanent Fund, now in its 
seventh year. It is a particular satisfaction that this 
Permanent Fund continues to grow, totalling $36,710.53 
at this time. 


With the record of the past to hearten us, we en- 
ter upon the Fund for the coming year with renewed 
confidence. 


Very shortly, Dr. Perry will mail his annual letter 
to the Alumni, whether in the armed services or in 
civilian activities. Let each of us, as we read his mes- 
sage this year, rededicate ourselves to the School and 
to contribute that which we can. Let us carry on the 
work with that unflagging spirit that has made Exeter 
so great through so many years. Let us pledge to her 
our continued and unwavering allegiance.

The Thirty-seventh Annual Meeting of the Association will be held 
at The Waldorf-Astoria, New York, N. Y., on Thursday and Friday, 
December 2 and 3, 1943. The theme will be: 


“LOOKING FORWARD WITH LIFE INSURANCE” 


Life insurance today is playing a leading role in American life. 
Its contributions in providing individual security, in fostering economic 
progress, and in responding to the Nation’s war-time needs have been 
outstanding. That the future will bring still broader horizons and 
greater opportunities for service is inevitable. How the present and 
potential service of life insurance fits into the trend of the times, and 
how the business is related to widening social and economic responsi- 
bilities will be examined in the light of the central theme. 


Geared to the times, and modified to meet war-time conditions, the 
program this year will be divided into two parts. 


The first part, on Thursday, December 2, will consist of open ses- 
sions in the morning and afternoon, with an intervening luncheon as 
usual. These sessions will be addressed by speakers from within and 
without the life insurance business. 


The second part of the program, on Friday, December 3, will con- 
sist of strictly executive sessions and luncheon, confined to the mem- 
bership.

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REPORT OF THE TRUSTEES OF BELMONT 
PUBLIC LIBRARY 


Herewith the Trustees of Belmont Public Library submit 
their 71st annual report covering the calendar year 1943. 


During this period the total circulation of the Library was 
194,359 as compared with a circulation of 213,840 in 1942, or a 
decrease of about 9% from the preceding year. This decrease 
does not, however, represent a diminution of the service which 
the Library renders but is rather an indication that its clients 
are, due to the pressure of present circumstances, increasingly 
interested in facts rather than in reading books for pleasure, for 
our reference department has been in full use and we have 
throughout the year strengthened facilities of this department 
by adding books of reference and giving greater attention to the 
needs of our citizens in this connection. Because of the need 
to conserve fuel the Central Library was closed for 15 consecu- 
tive Saturdays, from January 17th through April, and this clos- 
ing was a further factor in the decrease in our circulation. 


The Intermediate Department mentioned in our report of 
last year continues to show an encouraging gain, its circulation 
during the year past being 15% over that of 1942 and represent- 
ing a turnover of seven times for the books in this collection. 
The Trustees are greatly encouraged by the continued and in- 
creasing success of this department. 


Two gifts to the Library for the purchase of books have been 
made during the year, one from the Thursday Club and the 
other from the League of Women Voters, and the Trustees 
gratefully acknowledge these evidences of appreciation of our 
townspeople of the active and sympathetic interest shown on 
every possible occasion by the Librarian and by her assistants 
who, working together and devoted to the interest of the Towns- 
people have made the Library increasingly useful during a period 
of normal recession in circulation. To the Librarian and her 
staff the citizens are indebted for a fine piece of work.

REPORT OF THE LIBRARIAN 


To the Trustees of the Belmont Public Library: 


I have the honor to submit the report of the Library for the 
year ending December 31, 1943. 

During the year 1943, the Belmont Public Library was faced 
with many problems in its capacity as an intelligent distributor 
of books to the citizens of the Town. On January 17th, and 
continuing through April, we were obliged to close on Saturdays 
at the Central Library, in order to conserve oil in compliance 
with the urgent request of the Governor of Massachusetts to 
help meet the fuel shortage. Such closing, fifteen consecutive 
Saturdays, was undoubtedly a hardship for many of our bor- 
rowers, who could use the Library only on that day and for those 
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to whom a Saturday visit was a regular habit. This fact coupled 
with the time and attention necessarily given to war projects by 
all of us and the limitation of trips to the Library, cut down the 
reading of books. The number of books circulated in 1943 
throughout the entire Library system was 194,359, representing 
a decrease of 19,481 over the corresponding figures of last year, 
or 9%.

The books represented in the figures above include not only 
the best material of current thought, economic, social and liter- 
ary, but also reference volumes, such as the latest editions of 
encyclopaedia and dictionaries and the numerous books of facts, 
statistical and literary which make up our reference collection. 


The intelligent service given in time and energy under the 
prevailing conditions for all kinds of quick and long-range refer- 
ence work goes far to maintain the high standards that a town 
library holds among its citizens. The vital importance to the 
world of educational institutions as a source of information and 
a background of valuable material is shown in every library 
through its reference department. Here the man and woman 
seeking a background with which to understand the world of 
today and tomorrow, the college student, the youth of the high 
school and the children of the grade schools, all come with a 
common interest for help in their undivided tasks. Thus the 
growth of the library as shown in the following table sets the 
numerical basis upon which the assistants rely for the answers.

The Belmont Library endeavors to maintain an up-to-date 
file of its registered borrowers. For this purpose each card is 
issued for a period of five years after which the borrower is re- 
quested to make a new application. Thus correcting old ad- 
dresses and eliminating those former members who have either 
died or left Town. For the duration of the war the cards of all 
those in the Service are not cancelled but remain intact until 
such time as they can be rectified in person.

The work of the Intermediate Department, — the bridge 
between the Children’s literature and Adult reading — con- 
tinues to show a remarkable increase over the number of books 
circulated. Namely 4,867 in 1943, a gain of 657 or 15% over 
figure for-1942. 200 books were added including historical novels, 
war stories, career books, simplified biographies of statesmen, 
men of world affairs, musicians, etc., simple technical sciences 
and representative books on all branches of the war services. 
The small alcove in the general reading room at the Central 
Library was found to be no longer adequate space for this col- 
lection of 605 volumes. So a double-faced book case was built 
housing about 300 books which has eased the situation for 
awhile. 

During Book Week in November a good display of around 
100 new books for the Children was placed attractively in the 
Children’s room. Also worth-while editions of old favorites of 
foundation reading for every boy and girl were to be seen by the 
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parents and child thus encouraging the collection of libraries in 
the home. A story hour, led by Mrs. Erwin Griswold, was 
heartily enjoyed by a group of 50 boys and girls from the 4, 5, 
and 6th grades. Mrs. Griswold was most gracious in acceding to 
the demands of ‘‘more’’ stories which was voiced by all. 


During the year, in accordance with the request of the Ameri- 
can Library Association, 1,825 books were collected for the men 
in the service and sent to various camps. The people of Belmont 
were very generous in bringing the books to the Library where 
they were sorted and packed for shipment. The Motor Messen- 
gers gave freely of their time and gas to convey these books 
wherever possible, and on regular Fridays, boxes were delivered 
to Lovell Hospital.
